A four-man militar, junta head­ 
ed by a colonel was set up to 
rule the country. 
A military spokesman said the 
robust president, long criticized ( 
for lush living and inattention to 
duty, 
had 
disgraced 
himself 
Wednesday night at a banquet at­ 
tended 
by 
the 
U.S. 
ambassa­ 
dor and others honoring the presi­ 
dent of the Grace Line, a retired 
admiral. 
Shots were reported fired by a 
tank in the besieging force to 
break up a demonstration after 
Radio Espejo reported that Aro­ 
semena had been overthrown. 
Tank Routs Demonstrators 
Radio Atahualpa said the junta

went 
to

palace 
about 5 p.m. to inform the presi-! 
dent that he had been ousted - 
from office. 
It said a group of demonstra­ 
tors at the palace, “ which includ­ 
ed well known elements of the 
extreme left," cheered for Arose­ 
mena. 
The station said it was then that 
a tank opened fire, sending the 
demonstrators fleeing.

A military spokesman said the 
president’s spectacular drinking 
escapades led to the army deci­ 
sion that he must be removed by 
force. 
Impeachment Move Failed 
Impeachment 
efforts 
to oust 
Arosemena for physical incapaci­ 
ty due to drinking had failed in 
the past. 
Arosemena had been defiant, 
claiming he was a man who did 
his job despite “ masculine pas­ 
sions and vices.’’ 
Even after the palace was sur­ 
rounded, Arosemena was quoted 
as saying that the army would 
have to remove him by force if 
it wanted him out 
Radio Espejo reported the jun­ 
ta had taken over with Col. An-j 
dres Arrata Macias at its head 
and three other colonels as mem­ 
bers. 
In Bogota, capital of neighbor-j 
ing Colombia Radio Caracol said 
it had interviewed an official of 
the junta by telephone. It identi­ 
fied him as Col. Galo Albuja, who 
said he was “ chief of transmis­ 
sion” of the new junta. 
Galo said the junta had ordered 
military law in all Ecuador, had 
ordered public service employes 
to continue at work under pain of 
military punishment and had put! 
guards on all public buildings. 
Galo said the junta had banned 
all lockouts or strikes and said 
leaders of any strikes would be 
tried on sedition charges.

Candidates On A See-Saw 


A week or so ago they were writing Nelson Rocke­ 
feller off as the probable Republican nominee for 
President in 1964. 
Now, within the short space of a 
few days, some of the sam e people who were taking 
a Rocky collapse for granted are once m ore speaking 
hopefully about his chances. 


The shift is indicativ e of the quicksands that lie 
in wait for the political prognosticators between now 
4 
and conv ention time next sum m er 
The point is. in this 
season of undecided issues, that nobody really knows 
which way sev en or eight sep arate cats are about to 
jum p 
couple of m onths back the Republicans 
thought Cuba might be the big 1964 issue; today, the 
consensus is that responses to civ il rights will deter­ 
mine v oting patterns. 
But other things m ay bulk 
larger on the horizon tomorrow, depending on what 
happens after the conclusion of the Sov iet - Chinese 
M arxist policy talks and the nuclear test limitation 
negotiations. 


As the political pros wet their fingers and stick 
them up to catch the breeze, two things hav e hap­ 
pened to rev iv e the Rockefeller candidacy. The first 
Is the eruption of a feeling that a limping tiger is 
better than no tiger. After ex-Senator Bush’s blast 
against the circum stances of the Rockefeller re­ 
m arriage. the eastern liberal Republicans looked 
around them wildly for another possible standard 
bearer. The rum or went around that ex-President 
K istnhower had a secret p referred list of four, 
(iov ernor Romney of Michigan. Gov ernor Scranton 
of Pennsylv ania. General Lucius d a y. and General 
.Al Gruenther. 
But none of these men could be 
inflated to im mediate tiger proportions. 
Nor did 
Senator Thruston .Morton of Kentucky excite much 
of a rum ble. 


Lacking a new tiger, the eastern pros looked once 
again at Nelson Rockefeller 
What they saw was a m an 
who had suddenly grabbed an issue and was off run­ 
ning. 
In the short space after the Gov ernor’s return 
from his Venezuela honeymoon, the limping tiger had 
m anaged to dem onstrate that he could still get ov er 
the ground. With one thrust of a p ress release. Gov er­ 
nor Rockefeller had m anaged to out-Kennedy the Ken­ 
nedys on civ il rights, and is now in position to m ake 
great mileage out of it at the gov ernors’ annual m eet­ 
ing in Miami Beach late in July. 


There is no doubt that RockcfcUer has done the one 
thing calculated to m ake people forget his m arriage 
to a div orcee and, before that, the liquor scandals and 
tax troubles that had beset his New York State ad­ 
ministration. 
The supporters of the Gov ernor hav e 
taken the offensiv e against Goldwater, charging, in 
effect, that any Republican who would deliberately 
woo the South is guilty of lily-white betrayal of the 
P arty of Abraham Lincoln 
The theory is that no dis­ 
tinction will be m ade on election day in the big key 
states of the Northeast between m oderates on the 
race issue and the most intem p erate racists. 
Gold- 
w atcr may hav e helped desegregate Phoenix, Arizona, 
but if he can be m ade to seem a tacit accomplice 
of Southern segregationists, the gamble is that the anti- 
lily whites among the Republicans can put Rockefeller 
ov er in a rush. 


In putting himself at the head of the Negroes' 
push for rights, Rockefeller has taken a carefully 
ralruiated risk. It could take him into the conv en­ 
tion in a strung position if he ran carry the day 
in a fen im portant p rim aries. Rut the risk assum es 
that the civ il rights issue will still be the uppermost 
Issue well into 1964. 


V 
This m ay indeed turn out to be the case 
If Presi- 
^ dent Kennedy is defeated by cloture in Congress in his 
hopes for an inclusiv e civ il right.s bill, and if Gold­ 
w ater, along with Dirksen of Illinois, plays a significant 
p art in that defeat. Rockefeller will be in a position to 
attract the support of anybody who has been dis­ 
appointed by either the D em ocrats or the Congressional 
Republicans. 
But what if a m oderately decent civ il 
rights bill em erges from Congress for President Ken­ 
nedy’s signature? 
With the Negroes getting three- 
fourths of a loaf, could they make enough of an issue 
ov er the missing one-fourth to turn the Republican 
conv ention and the Autumn election into a knock-down 
and drag-out battle ov er “ lily-whitism"’’ The m arching 
of the Negroes is now accepted as zeal, but if it were 
to continue after a p artial v ictory it could be taken as 
a m easure of intem perance. 


The whole subject is mined with unforseeable haz­ 
ards. And Cuba, or Castroism in Venezuela and Brazil, 
could be the big 1964 issue after all.

Grievances Against Administration Piling Up 


WASHINGTON - With the next 
Presidential e l e c t i on just 
16 
months away, there’s something 
m ore im portant for the adminis­ 
tration in power to worry about 
than a slightly declining popular­ 
ity poll at the moment. It’s the 
rate 
at 
which 
griev ances 
are 
accum ulating and the extent to 
which they hav e already pene­ 
trated or will p enetrate the elec­ 
torate in the next sev eral months. 
Sometimes the disaffection is 
produced by direct interest of an 
economic nature, and som etimes 
it is the result of a disapprov al 
on such broad questions as the 
handling of the Cuban problem. 
It is p erhap s helpful to point 
out these griev ances now so that 
they m ay, if fwssible, be ov er­ 
come before it is too late. 
Some of the present-day criti­ 
cism s which are reflected to a 
v arying degree in letters reaching 
many m em bers of Congress and 
this w riter might be sum m arized 
as follows: 
1. Unemployment: The im pact

Fifty years ago the great titans of industry 


and business had their private philanthropies. 


These were on a hit-and-miss basis but they did 


provide the means for existence of many small 


colleges, institutions and charitable organiza­ 


tions. 


Then, as income taxes pushed higher and 


higher, the great moguls of industry found them­ 


selves able to make and keep less and less of 


their money. One solution was to turn over the 


millions to tax-free setups. This is what hap­ 


pened to the great Henry Ford and John D. 


Rockefeller fortunes. 


Colleges and hospitals no longer can depend 


on private endowments to support their activi­ 


ties on the expanded scale dictated by modern 


life. So, the foundations are attempting to fill 


the gap.

Candidates On A See-Saw 


A week or so ago they were writing Nelson Rocke­ 
feller off as the probable Republican nominee for 
President in 1964. 
Now, within the short space of a 
few days, some of the sam e people who were taking 
a Rocky collapse for granted are once m ore speaking 
hopefully about his chances. 


The shift is indicative of the quicksands that lie 
in wait for the political prognosticators between now 
a and convention tim e next sum m er 
The point is, in this 
9 season of undecided issues, that nobody really knows 
which way seven or eight separate cats are about to 
jump. 
A couple of months back the Republicans 
thought Cuba m ight be the big 1964 issue; today, the 
consensus is that responses to civil rights will deter­ 
mine voting patterns. 
But other things may bulk 
larger on the horizon tomorrow, depending on what 
happens after the conclusion of the Soviet - Chinese 
Marxist policy talks and the nuclear test limitation 
negotiations. 


As the political pros wet their fingers and stick 
them up to catch the breeze, two things have hap­ 
pened to revive the Rockefeller candidacy. The first 
Is the eruption of a feeling that a limping tiger is 
better than no tiger. After ex-Senator Bush’s blast 
against the circumstances of the Rockefeller re­ 
marriage, the eastern liberal Republicans looked 
around them wildly for another possible standard 
bearer. The rumor went around that ex-Presldent 
Eisenhower had a secret preferred list of four. 
Governor Romney of Michigan, Governor Scranton 
of Pennsylvania, General Lucius Clay, and General 
Al Gruenther. 
But none of these men could be 
inflated to immediate tiger proportions. 
Nor did 
Senator Thruston Morton of Kentucky excite much 
of a rumble. 


Lacking a new tiger, the eastern pros looked once 
again at Nelson Rockefeller. What they saw was a man 
who had suddenly grabbed an issue and was off run­ 
ning. 
In the short space after the Governor's return 
from his Venezuela honeymoon, the limping tiger had 
m anaged to dem onstrate that he could still get over 
the ground. With one thrust of a press release, Gover­ 
nor Rockefeller had m anaged to out-Kennedy the Ken- 
nedys on civil rights, and is now in position to m ake 
great mileage out of it at the governors’ annual m eet­ 
ing in Miami Beach late in July. 


There is no doubt that Rockefeller has done the one 
thing calculated to m ake people forget his m arriage 
to a divorcee and, before that, the liquor scandals and 
tax troubles that had beset his New York State ad­ 
ministration. 
The supporters of the Governor have 
taken the offensive against Goldwater, charging, in 
effect, that any Republican who would deliberately 
woo the South is guilty of lily-white betrayal of the 
Party of A braham Lincoln. The theory is that no dis­ 
tinction will be m ade on election day in the big key 
states of the N ortheast between m oderates on the 
race issue and the most intem perate racists. 
Gold­ 
w ater may have helped desegregate Phoenix, Arizona, 
but if he can be m ade to seem a tacit accomplice 
of Southern segregationists, the gamble is that the anti­ 
lily whites among the Republicans can put Rockefeller 
over in a rush. 


In putting himself at the head of the Negroes’ 
push for rights, Rockefeller has taken a carefully 
calculated risk. It could take him into the conven­ 
tion in a strong position if he can carry the day 
in a few important primaries. But the risk assumes 
that the civil rights issue will still be the uppermost 
issue well into 1964. 


This m ay indeed turn out to be the case, lf Presi- 
dent Kennedy is defeated by cloture in Congress in his 
hopes for an inclusive civil rights bill, and if Gold­ 
water, along with Dirksen of Illinois, plays a significant 
part in that defeat. Rockefeller will be in a position to 
attract the .support of anybody who has been dis­ 
appointed by either the Dem ocrats or the Congressional 
Republicans. 
But what if a m oderately decent civil 
rights bill em erges from Congress for President Ken­ 
nedy’s signature? 
With the Negroes getting three- 
fourths of a loaf, could they make enough of an issue 
over the missing one-fourth to turn the Republican 
convention and the Autumn election into a knock-down 
and drag-out battle over “ lily-whitism” ? The m arching 
of the Negroes is now accepted as zeal, but if it were 
to continue after a partial victory it could be taken as 
a m easure of intem perance. 


The whole subject is mined with unforseeable haz­ 
ards. And Cuba, or Castroism in Venezuela and Brazil, 
could be the big 1964 issue after all. 
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Complicate Railroad Negotiations 
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WASHINGTON — Union politics 
and the election of new Brother­

Secretary of Labor 
Willard Wirtz indicated to Presi­

Wirtz said he was convinced 
that railroad managem ent spokes­ 
men would still go along with the

charged by attrition, over a per­ 
iod of time, on the basis of age 
and seniority. 
“ In that case, Mr, President, 
why don't you try to get the c a r­ 
riers to agree to another exten­ 
sion of negotiations for 30, or 
even 90 days?” suggested Sen.

Grievances Against Administration Piling Up 


WASHINGTON - With the next 
Presidential e l e c t i o n just 
16 
months away, there’s something 
m ore important for the adminis­ 
tration in power to worry about 
than a slightly declining popular­ 
ity poll at the moment. It’s the 
rate 
at 
which 
grievances 
are 
accumulating and the extent to 
which they have already pene­ 
trated or will penetrate the elec­ 
torate in the next several months. 
Sometimes the disaffection is 
produced by direct interest of an 
economic nature, and sometimes 
it is the result of a disapproval 
on such broad questions as the 
handling of the Cuban problem. 
It 
is perhaps helpful to point 
out these grievances now so that 
they may. if possible, be over­ 
come before it is too late. 
Some of the present-day criti­ 
cism s which are reflected to a 
varying degree in letters reaching 
many m em bers of Congress and 
this w riter might be sum marized 
as follows: 
1. Unemployment: The im pact 
in 
certain industrial states af­ 
fects 
various 
communities 
and 
could turn normally Democratic 
m ajorities into a shift of party. 
2. Adverse business conditions: 
Many small businesses have had 
or 
are 
having 
hard 
sledding. 
Many of the economic surveys 
speak of large profits and ex­ 
pected improvement, but in poli­ 
tics such generalities do not wipe 
out the blues which prevail in 
specific 
industries. 
Despite 
the 
ups and downs of the steel indus­ 
try, for instance. 100.000 unem­ 
ployed steel workers have not 
gotten back the jobs they had a 
couple years ago. This is but 
another way of saying that the 
adm inistration has not been able 
to encourage job creation on a 
broad enough scale to take care 
of shifts in the economy. Unem­ 
ployment figures today show par­ 
ticularly an unprecedented num­ 
ber of young persons or working 
age who can’t find work.

Farm er discontent: Already 
in some of the special elections 
to fill vacancies and in local con­ 
tests, the opposition to the Demo­ 
crats in rural areas, due to a 
fumbling of the farm problem,

GOP OUTLOOK - As Republi­ 
can hopes rise for the presidency 
in 1964, the principal sufferer w'ill 
be Sen.

Therefore, as the 
GOP presidential nomination be­

prize, 
party leaders will reassess their 
prospects and tend to turn toward

middle-of-the-road voters. 
Gov. George Romney of Michi­ 
gan and Gov.

But the President now is being 
blam ed for mishandling the whole 
thing, especially in countenanc­ 
ing for several weeks the lawless­ 
ness of those who have deliber­ 
ately used the street “dem onstra­ 
tion” t e c h n i q u e and thereby 
stirred up bitter feelings in all 
parts of the country — in big 
cities 
as well 
as in suburban 
areas. North and South. 
The issue is growing in inten­ 
sity. Mishandling from the start 
is blamed for the present move­ 
ment of the Negro organizations 
which 
appears 
to have gotten 
out of hand. Even persons who 
have long 
been 
champions 
of 
equal civil rights are beginning 
to be worried. The fears engen­ 
dered and bitter feelings aroused 
will 
grow 
considerably 
in 
the 
next several months. This will 
cause a big loss of Dem crat ic 
votes in pivotal states with big 
electoral votes. 
The coming election could be 
lost by the adm inistration not so 
much because of a shifting of 
voters to the Republican Party 
but because of the protest of the 
stay-at-home Democrats. All to­ 
gether, the adm inistration has a 
political bear by the tail in “civil 
rights.” It hoped to win more 
Negro votes, 
though te Demo­ 
crats 
in the 
last election had 
more than 80 per cent anyway, 
but the chances are that the loss 
in white Democratic votes will 
far exceed any gains m ade by 
the Kennedy forces among the 
Negro voters. 
The adm inistration will suffer 
heavy losses in the labor vote, 
some of which already is being 
alienated by arbitrary plans to 
hire Negroes in place of white 
workers. The business vote, in­ 
cluding especially the non-factory 
or office-worker vote below' the 
executive 
level, 
will

Association, 
and former vice president of the 
National 
Paint, 
Varnish, 
a n d 
Lacquer 
Association. 
In 
both 
speeches and statem ents he op­ 
posed 
the Area Redevelopment 
P rogram , while his Democratic 
colleague from Utah, Sen. Frank 
Moss, pushed it. After it passed-— 
thanks in part to Moss’s untiring 
support—Sen. Bennett turned up 
at a ground-breaking ceremony 
for an ARA recreation project at 
Park City, Utah. He even turned 
over a shovelful of dirt. 
This caused considerable m er­ 
riment on the Senate floor the 
other day. 
“ No posters were at Park City 
to identify the project with the 
Democratic Administration or the 
Democratic P r e s i d e n t,” Sen. 
Moss chided his Republican col­ 
league from Utah. 
Instead. Sen. Bennett and Gov. 
George 
D. 
Clyde, 
Republican, 
tried to monopolize the credit, 
Moss charged. 
“ What should we say about a 
Senator who opposes the general 
program on the floor of the Sen­ 
ate and then goes out and basks 
in the glory of the project and 
assum es credit for it?” asked 
Sen.

Even Senate Republicans titter­ 
ed.

He returned shortly before the

the retiring chief of Naval opera­ 
tions, tripped over his own testi­ 
mony on the TFX controversy.

Bates asked. 
“ Yes, sir,” replied Korth. 
Admiral Anderson, sitting be­ 
side Korth, broke in: “ I would 
say, Mr. Bates, yes. I think that 
one of the great advantages of 
keeping the pressure on during 
competition was that as a result 
of the continuing review, we have 
had a far greater degree of m eet­ 
ing the Navy requirem ent for a 
high-performance

aircraft 
in the TFX ” 
But, two months later, Ander­ 
son was attacking the TFX. The 
only difference w as that he was 
testifying 
before 
Senators, 
not 
Congressmen. 
He told the Senate investigating 
com m ittee solemnly that the TFX 
program “would have been ex­ 
posed to so m any com prom ises 
that it could not provide the oth­ 
erwise attainable enhancem ent of

Navy and Marine Corps.”
